Agree with one of your

will take upon you the Of- 
fice of Criticifm ; or, in 
properer Words, will place 
yourfelf at the Head of Eng- 
sae X lifh Critics. Indeed, to fu- 

: PF PA pervife and correct thefe 
Gentlemen is more clofely connected with the Po- 
litical Scheme than perhaps it appears to be at firft 
Sight. ‘The Spirit of Criticizing, and the Spirit of 
Oppofition, are extremely alike ; and the four ill- 
natured Snatler, whofe Pride and Pleafure it is to 
revile, very feldom, I believe, excepts the Govern- 
ment out of his Cenfures. 

To fay the Truth, I queftion whether the two 
Characters may not often concenter in one Perfon. 
When a Man becomes infamous in the higher Cir- 
cle, and is, as it were, dethroned by the Public~ 
from this Patriot Tyranny, why may he not be 
fuppofed, like the famous Sicilian Tyrant of Old, 
to condefcend to exert the fame Talents, and to 
vent the fame Venom, in a lower Sphere? Thus 
probably the Political Snarler, who hath hifs’d at 
the Government for many Years, when he can be 
no longer heard with Attention, turns the Edge of 
his Spleen another Way, and commences the 
Damner of Plays, and a Writer of Weekly 
Libels. 

Nothing indeed feems eafier than to run an ex- 
act Parallel between them. 








Firft, then, if we examine the Matter well; we 
fhall find thefe Snarlers in the Republic of Letters 
to be compofed of thé fame Ingredients with their 
Fellow Labourers in the State. “‘Thefe are princi- 
pally Ill-nature and Envy, and, above all, Difap- 
pointment ; for as bad Authors, who have been 
difappointed. in the Purfuit of Fame, or perhaps of 
fomething more fubftantial, are always the fevereft 
Critics on fuch of their cotemporary Writers as are 
in Poffeflion of what they aimed at; fo difcarded, 
rejected, difappointed Statefmen are ever the bittzr- 
eft Patriots. 

The Reader will pafdon my ufing the Word Pa- 
triot as well as Critic, in a very inadequate and 
improper Senfé. The Perfons who have, without 
any juft Pretenfion, aflumed thefe Chara&ters, mutt 
anfwer for the difadt¢antageous Light in which they 
have placed thefe Words ; and while I purfue fuch 
Impoftors, none but theméelves will reprefent me 
as endeavouring to derogate from the great Merit of 
thofe who, with equal Talents, fill ‘up either Cha- 
racter ; and thefe, [ will venture to fay, are com- 
monly, in both Inftanees, the very Perfons who are 
vilified and traduced by the Pretenders to each. 

And as thefe pretended Patriots and Critics arife 
from the fame-Source, fo they aét in the fame 
manner. The Bufinefs of both is apparently, and 
almoft profeffedly, to find Fault. Is this the only 
Office of Criticifm ? Did Arifortle, Horace, Quin- 
tilian, or ever Scaliger, the foureft of all good Cri- 
tics, write with fuch an Intention! Again, is it 
the Office of a Patriot only to cenfure and revile ? 
Have the greateft and trueft Patriots, either antient 
or modern, taken this Method of exprefling their 
Love to their Country ? There is perhaps fcarce a 
Writer extant without fome Degree of Merit; 
nor have we had, I am fure, within cur Memory, 
any Minifter who deferved no Commendation ; 











yet what Praife ever flows from the Pen of a mo+ 
dern Critic, or of a modern Patriot? How con- 
trary is fuch a Spirit to the amiable Temper of 
Horace.

What can be fairer than this? On the contrary 
what more barbarous than to point out the Faults 
of an Author, or of a Man, to the World, and at 
the fame time, by concealing their Excellencies, to 
infinuate that they have none, The World wants 
our Afiiftance more to enable them to difcern what 
is lovely than what is odious ; why then fhould we 
with-hold it from them? In God’s Name let us 
Tpeak out hon ftly, and fer the good againft the bad, 
that the Public may judge which preponderates. 
This would be a fair Method ; and this Men would 
enyen if Truth, and not Spleen, . Bancour, Ma- 
ice and Revenge guided their Pers, 

Indeed, not only Truth and Juftice require this, 
but even Policy feems to fuggelt it, This would 
carry at leaft an Appearance of Impartiality, and 
would gan the Ear and Attention of the Public ; 
which never pays any Record to the Cenfures of a 
Writer, when once it is known that his Purpofe is 
cnly to blame and vilify; and what can be more 
manifeft than this Purpofe in Men who have at- 
tacked the prefent Adminiftration during a Courfe 
of ‘Years, and have never touched upon a fingle 
Excellence in the bright Charaéters of a Pelham or 
a Hardwick ? 

Another moft cruel Method pradtifed by both 
the abovementioned Perfons, is to condemna Work 

~or a Man as vicious, becaufe they are not free from

lately perfect and without any Blemifh, {earches

mifiers.

Drefden, ‘January 10. 


1S Exeellency Sit Charles Hanbury Williams, his 
Britannick Majefty’s Minifler at this Court, had 
an Audience on the sth, in which he demanded of his 
Majelty a Paflage thro’ Poland for the Auftrian Auxi- 
liaries, that are to march for the Service of the Mari- 
time Powers; to whieh it is faid he received for An- 
fwer, that this was an Affair of fuch a Nature that the 
King ceuld fay nothing pofitively thereon, becaufe the 
Paflage af foreign Troops through that Kingdom did 
not depend ‘entirély apom his Majeity’s Confent, but on 
that alfo of the Republick, and, as there is no Dyet 
fubGifiing at prefent, it was impofible to come to any 
Conclufion about it. Yet as we have politive Intelli- 
ence from Dantzick, that the Commiflaries appointed 
to fubfift thofe Auxiliaries have already provided Bran- 
dy, Oil, Salt, Fleth, Fith, and Bread fufficient for them 
during that Paffage, we look - it as a Thing certain 
that it will take Effect; and fome People-go. farther 
ftill, and talk of an Expedient relating to a Debt due 
to the Elé@orateof Hanover, which may not only faci- 
litate this Affair, but another alfo of gréater Impor- 
tance; but that-as yet Thipgs are not ripe for a pofitive 
L. e. 

Vienna, Fan. 14." "The -Arch-Duke Jofeph has the 
finé Regiment vacant by the Death of the Field-Marhhal 
Count d’Althah, and appears ’at Court every Day in his 
Regimentals. It is now faid, that the Loan formerly 
mentioned will be extended from five to ten Millions of 
Florins, that the Emprefs may be in a Condition to 
puth the War next Compaign on all Sides, with the 
utmoft Vivacity.. The Marriage of Prince Charles of 
Lorrain with a Daughter of his Sardinian Majefty, is 
talked.of publickly; but it is thought that it will not 
talge Place till the Campaign is over, fince it is a Point 
fettled, that his Serene HighnefS fthall command -the 
Army this Year on the Mofelle.

Hogue, Jan. 23. N.S. The Prince of Orange ha 
given to the Count d’Envie the Command of an old Re- 
yiment of Foot, vacant by the Death of Major General 
‘Tyflot de Patot. A few Days ago the Chevalier de 
Vial, who commands a Free Company ini the Service of 
the Republick, took, near Givet, about a 'Thoufand 
Sabres and Carbines, intended for two Regiments of 
French Huffars: The Tranfports, with 1coo Men of 
the Earl of Dramlanrig’s Regiment, arrived the Day 
before Yelterday at Helvoetfluys from Scotland. The

while the King of England “we himfelf at the Head of 
a formidable Army affembling 1n the Low Countries. 
The News from Flanders is, that the Allies are bringing 
back to the Frontiers moft of the Traops they had {ent 
intoGermany, and the interior Part of the United Pro- 
vinces ; and they write from, Bruffels, that no Convoy 
can get fafe to Bergen-op-Zobm, the Light Troops of 
the Enemy beisg coninually in Ambuth to intercept 
them.
